It would be interesting, and very instructive, 
to know just how much of the armament- 
building in Europe is being done to prepare for 
anticipated war, and how much is being done as 
a means of setting idle men at work and thus 
putting moneyless men in possession of the 
means of livelihood. There is reason to think 
the economic factor is playing a large part in 
the spending schemes, in Germany as elsewhere. 

The obvious fact is that the orthodox gov- 
ernments in Europe, like those on this con- 
tinent, see no way to demobilize the unemployed 
armies except to set them at public works of 
some kind. Since trade is dammed on every 
front, production is stalled, and the idle remain 
idle, a burden on the state and a menace to 
order. Armament-making employs labor on a 
large scale, and there is never any difficulty 
getting patriotic financiers to supply the money 
—at a price. 

Building armament is therefore the best bid 
for making everybody work; and orthodox 
governments know of no way to distribute 
buying power save by payment of wages for 
work still to be done. The idea of pensioning 
people who have already done a fair lifetime's 
work, and been under-paid for it, makes no 
appeal in those quarters.

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Eczema 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 


{ notice that many of your letters are now 
asking about eczema. In today’s article, let's 
see if I can answer some of these questions 
for you. 

Many readers want to know if eczema is 
“catching.” Eczema is not contagious and if you 

2 have it, the other members 
of the family are in no danger 
of “catching” it from you. 

Several letters have asked 
why it is that eczema, in some 
cases, seems to be worse in 
winter than in summer. The 
answer is that in these cases, 
the patient has a dry, thin 
skin and in this particuler 
type of skin, when eczema 
develops it becomes more 
noticeable during cold 
weather and tends to disappear as the weather 
grows warmer. 

Some of my readers want to know at what 
age eczema is most often found. This skin dis- 
order cannot be said to affect any age partic- 
ularly. It may occur in babies and old people 
and at all ages in between, 

The patient with eczema nearly always 
mentions that soap and water make the affected 
area worse. This is characteristic of eczema and 
it is often advisable to avoid using soap and 
water on the part of the body where the eczema 
is seen and to use olive oil and clean absorbent 
cotton as a cleanser. Tear the cotton off in a 
small piece as needed and use each piece only 
once, discarding as soon as it has touched the 
skin, taking a fresh piece for the next part of 
the cleansing process. The soap and water may 
only serve to increase the irritation and may 
seem to spread the trouble, which may not 
occur if you use the olive oil. 

Another common question about eczema is: 
What causes it? The causes may be divided up 
into those coming from the inside of the body 
and those coming from the outside. The inner 
causes are predisposing causes, while the outer 
causes are known as exciting causes. In the 
average case we find both inner and outer 
causes working together. 

Among the inner or predisposing causes 
must be considered a sensativeness of the skin 
or tendency to this particular irritation. The 
skin loses its normal resistance and no longer 
protects itself in a normal manner. Such factors 
as sluggish elimination, incorrect diet, nervous 
Strain and interference with digestion are in- 
ternal causes. In chronic cases, these causes 
coming from the inside must be corrected if 
the eczema is to be entirely healed, or, there 
may be present some other trouble such as 
diabetes, nephritis, or varicose veins which pre- 
disposes to eczema. 

The causes coming from the outside, which 
act as exciting causes in setting off the eczema 
in a susceptible individual, include: chafing of 
the skin, such as occurs where the clothing rubs 
it; a chemical irritation resulting from the irri- 
tation of the skin by certain substances, such as 
soap, or acids; and heat or cold. These latter 
causes may be described as causes which irri- 
tate the skin; however, the skin must first be 
capable of a special irritability before the out- 
side causes will affect it, and this comes from 
the inside. 

Another very common question concerns the 
use of an ointment to soothe the itching. I do 
not advise that you try to prescribe a prepara- 
tion for yourself as no one salve, lotion or oint- 
ment will be good in all cases. By using a 
preparation recommended by a friend you may 
increase the irritation. While it right to 
use a local treatment to itching 
temporarily, the best plan, yu are going to 
use anything, is to let your or look at the

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1892, eternal 
sleep came to a great Scot, Alex- 
ander Mackenzie, who had been 
prime minister of the Dominion, 
1873-78. 

He had come to Canada when 
20, lived at Kingston for six years, 
after which he moved to Sarnia, 
where he was a builder for an- 
other six years. Then he in 1852 
became editor of the Lambton 
Shield, a Reform journal, afid got 
into politics, which took him to 
the Canadian Assembly in 1861, 
where he supported the principle 
of confederation but declined to 
coalesce with Macdonald, whom 
he hated. Elected for Lambton to 
the House of Commons in 1867 he 
was leader of the Liberals and £0 
called by Lord Dufferin to form a 
ministry in 1873 when Sir John 
resigned over the Pacific scandal 


charges. 
He took office at a difficult 
time; business was depressed, 


racial feelings were high over the 
Rie! incidents and the party was 
not united. It was an honest gov- 
ernment, too honest for the elec- 
tors, who returned to Macdonald 
at the first opportunity. Mac- 
took his defeat in 1878 
badly, declaring: “If political 
crime and political chicanery are 
to be preferred to such a course 
as we pursued the outlook is an 
alarming one.” Goldwin Smith 
said of Mackenzie, “Bred a stone 
mason, a stone mason he re-

them in doubt as to what he 
would do until his announcement 
in the house. For twelve years 
Mackenzie sat on the Liberal 
benches, slowly worn away by a 
fatal paralytic malady, taking less 
and less interest in the proceed- 
| ings, a mere ghost of the fighter 
| he once had been. He outlived 
Macdonald by a few months, but 
while Sir John was an active 
leader to the end, Alexander 
Mackenzie was a “back number” 
for 12 years, a tragic figure to the 
men in the gallery.

Bank credit will be much greater 
two years hence than in 1929, at the 
height of the stock market boom, 
judging by the present rate of ex- 
pansion and the prospects for bud- 
get deficits in next two yeers.
